Arts and Crafts sout-ty is just at an 
end and has been a noteworthy dem- 
onstration of the ingenuity of the mem- 
bers of this organization. 


The Deertield society first became 


known throughout the country from a 
peculiar style of embroidery in blue and 
white. This was some years ago. To- 
day the work done bj the members in- 
cludes basket weaving, beaten metal 
work, photography, old fa&hiouetl net- 
ting, rugmaking, furniture making and 
bookbinding. In each of these branch- 
es of labor some of the members excel. 
and the combined •» ork of all resulted 
in the exhibition of tliis .iear being the 
most successful in the hiatoij' of the 
society. 


Deerfield wonfen are the workers, 


and Deerfield women re.ip the rewards. 
From their ranks are tanen the officers 
of the organization, none of i whom 
draws any salary. The proceeds of 
each piece of woik go direct to the 
maker, the society seeing that the best 
price obtainable is paid. As a result 
of this, enthusiasm is always at a high 
tide, and with each s'iacceding year the 
membership is growing, more women 
arc becoming interested in the scheme, 
and the industrial &ide of the people 
.s more and more m evidence. So 
many entries were made in this year's 
exposition that a house had to be ob- 
tained to hold the o^ widow of exhibits. 


Today everything center* around the 


society, and. a spirit of emulation is 
spreading to the male members of the 
community.

has the fever like e^el•y one else and 
makes lanterns^ and ornaments for

ijigns, but faithful copies of the work 
of more artistically developed mem- 
bers of the society. He is hard at 
work, however, endeavoring to origi- 
nate beautiful pieces of metal work, 
and it is predicted that it will not be 
long before he arrives at the summit 
of his ambition. 


One of the principles on which the 


society rests its strength is that when- 
c>er possible the maker of anything 
shall work from her own designs. This, 
of course, cultivates a spirit of original- 
ity and at the same time gives a varie- 
ty that makes whatever is designed all 
the more valuable in a pecuniary sense. 
Sometimes, especially when a new 
scheme is started, the workers cannot 
do this, but they are helped as much 
as possible, and occasionally outside 
talent is employed to lead them 
through the early and most difficult 
stages. 


A feature of ths exhibition, for in- 


stance, was two Swedish girls who 
are teaching the people of Deerfield 
Swedish weaving. 
This, of course, 


isn't a Deerfield production, but it 
will in time be so identified with 
the work done by the artisans of 
this quaint New England town that 
it will surely be completely merged 
into the general personality of the 
place and will become as much a part 
of Deerfield as is the famous blue 
and white embroidery.

HOW EFFICIENCY jOF WARSHIPS AND 


FORTS WILL BE TESTED. 


N'orlt Atlantic Squadron \Vill Try to 


RUB Flint ttie Forts Guurdlus Louie 
Iclftnd Approaches to Sew York 
City. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Washington, July 28.—Just whether 


President Roosevelt or Secretary Moo- 
dy is responsible for the tuning up 
which the navy is to receive during the 
next few months no one seems to know. 
Credit has been given to both, and.it is 
quite likely that the affair was jointly 
puumeii between tneiii. 
. t 
5 


However that may be, the persons 


who are fortunate enough, to be along 
the shores of Long Island sound in Au- 
gust will see a brilliant and interesting 
spectacle. Naval maneuvers are usual- 
ly held in Hampton Roads, off Newport 
or out at sea. yhe coming evolutions 
will take place within seeing distance 
of many populous watering 
places 


along the Connecticut and Long Island 
shores. 


The chief feature of the show will be 


a grind contest between the war and 
u'avy departments, played with real 
forts and real battleships, each burning 
real powder, but spilling no blood. 


The navy department will endeavor 


to get its biggest ships by the first line 
of eastern defenses, of New York—that 
is to say, through Long Island sound. 


The army, with its artillery and in- 


fantry branches, supported by the mili- 
tia, will try to see to it that the nary is 
repulsed and does not get in a position 
where if the ship's were of a hostile 
fleet New York could be shelled. 


Of course it will be a sham battle. 


There will be no projectiles fired from 
the forts at the great ships of the navy, 
and the navy will not unlimber the ter- 
rible thirteen inch guns nor start the 
rapid fire batteries. There will be plen- 
ty of gunpowder burned, plenty of 
noise, smoke and all that sort of thing, 
but the real test will come with the de- 
cision of experts, who will be stationed 
on ships and on shore to decide wheth- 
er at certain times an attacking ship 
could withstand the fire from the forts, 
provided it were real, or whether the 
forts would have to succumb from the 
raking the ships would give them. 


Before the attack on the forts is 


made it is the intention of the secretary 
of the navy to haye some general naval 
maneuvers. These will-probably con- 
sume the first three weeks of August. 
The north Atlantic squadron, which 
will be assembled, will be divided into 
two parts. One"will be told off to rep- 
resent an enemy's fleet and one to 
guard the coast. 


It will be the duty of the offensive 


squadron to try to elude the defensive

squadron between the limits set by 
New Bedford on the north and New 
York on the south and make a landing 
on the coast. The duty'of the defend- 
ing squadron will be to send out scouts, 
locate the attacking squadron and in- 
form the battleships which are held In 
reserve so that a naval engagement 
may be precipitated off the coast and 
the country saved from a ravaging at- 
tack by the enemy. 


The ships taking part in these ma- 


neuvers will include the battleships 
Kearsarge, Alabama and Massachu- 
setts, the cruiser Olympia, the Mont- 
gomery, 
Scorpion, Marblehead and 


probably half a dozen more of the 
crack ships of the navy. 


Just where the principal mimic fight 


will occur has not been decided. It will 
depend largely upon the opinion of 
Rear Admiral Higginson, but the hot- 
test part of the fight will develop when 
the fleet tries to force an entrance past 
the line of defense formed by the guns 
at Fisher's, Plum and Gull islands and 
through the string of torpedoes antl 
submarine defenses between 
them. 


This fortification is the key to the east- 
ern approach to New York, which is 
far easier than the southern approach. 


The field on land and water to be 


covered during the maneuvers will be 
bounded on the west by Fisher's island 
and on the east by Fort Rodman, New 
Bedford. Mass. It is possible that a 
part of the engagement may occur off 
Newport, where Fort Adams would 
prove an important point of defense. 


The line of defense in this region is 


extremely formidable. It will be given 
what will approach an actual service 
test in the approaching maneuvers.

In time the plot was revealed, and

They were n-o 
late for their purpose, for Burr and 
Blennerhasset had received warning 
and already fled, 
aossession of the 


The soldiers took 
place, and 
Mr.i 


Blenncrhassct, with her two children 
and a few faithful slaves, forced to 
flee through the cold and storm, !eav- 
r.g her home forever. 


A few months later Burr was arrest- 


ed, but not convicted, later, howpvr, 
•e-arrested and ordered to be brougM 
to Richmond for trial for treason. The 
ourney from Alabama, where he was 
taken, to Richmond, was made on 
lorseback. 


The judge at this trial was John 


Marshall, the first chief justice of the 
United States; the lawyers, men of 
world-wide 
reputation. 
The 
trial 


asted for seven consecutive weeks. 
n this trial were many evidences of 
Jurr's powers of fascination and hi1; 
strength in the estimation of the peo- 


ple. 
Gradually, the prisoner 
turno-1 


attention from himself; 
the 
susni-, 


cion which he was justly undergoing, 
was transferred to the already ruined 
friend, Blennerhasset. At the 
c-oi- 


clusion of the tiial. the plea made 
against Burr was the speech whicn 
made William Work famous. 


The jury's verdict, "not guilty, for 


lack of evidence," was at Burr's ow.i 
demand 
changed to. an unqualiSet!. 


"not guilty"; but Burr went from the 
court room as an exile _and a wander- 
er. with scarcely a frieriS" in the whole 
world. He lired to be an; old man, 
wretched and despised; 
alone, for 


Theodosia. the only person whom he 
had ever truly loved, was lost at sea. 
to his never ending grief. 


But what of 
Blennerhasset? 
His 


efforts at support were a failure: Ha 
eldest son. on whom he should have 
depended, was a common drunkard. 
Returning in 1831 to his 
old Iris^i 


home, he finds his little Estate tnere 
outlawed and lost; in the same year 
the discouraged man died, 
leaving 


his wife helpless in America. Influ- 
ential friends took up the cause, and 
finally, after many 
discouragements. 


obtained from the 
government 
re- 


muneration for the destruction of the 
old Blennerhasset home. But it was 
too late, for on that same day a little 
funeral cortege passed through New 
York, bearing to the grave the body 
of Mrs. Blennerhasset, her 
sorrows 


at last over. Thus ended one of the 
real tragedies in our country's his- 
tory.

Ic writers have sound thought, ar.'i 
then urge simplicity and clearness iu 
he finished production. 


One of the important aids to st- 


aining perfection in written work ::; 
dictation. Do not dictate high-flown 
issays or finished compositions 
be- 


yond their comprehension; 
read 
to 


hem simple stories, or letters which 
will interest them, or help them in 
ither ways by dictating correct forms

cot take their writings and cover the 
page with corrections 
which 
they 


"•caimo't-amderstand; let-them make 
their own corrections, and they will 
remember them. 


Every recitation can be made an 


oral language lesson, while the pupils 
themselves may be wholly 
uncon- 


scious of that fact. Get the child in- 
teresi'ed -in something, and then M 
him talk; do not constantly be inter- 
rupting him to correct grammatical 
errors; nothing will more readily dis- 
courage the growing boy or girl, than 
which nothing in the world is more 
sensitive. 


Let the pupil choose his own lan- 


guage. Do not constantly 
hurl at 


them the dogma, "use your own 
words." Do not 
demand verbatio'i 


recitations; but if, after a lesson nn 
Longfellow or Irving, 
we find the 


child's language 
smacking of Long- 


fellow or Irving, we need not 
be- 


moan the fact; the child is better f-..r 
it. We must go one step farther in 
the matter of oral recitation in lan- 
guage study. The child must be Im- 
pressed with the fact that if he is to 
talk "huenlly on' a' TSubjecC jhe" must 
not only be interested in it; he must 
be thoroughly acqxiainted with it. Tre 
lawyer who thrills us with an ulc- 
quent plea must put himself in the 
place of his 
client, whose 
very 


thoughts and 
feelings become 
his 


own. The great J3dwin Booth learned 
this secret, and by its power was able 
to move thousands by his wonderf-u 
magnetism. 
His repetition of

Lord's Prayer, declared a friend, went 
straight from the heart of man to the 
heart of God.

detriment 
Nevertheless, 


most of the famous events in our his- 
tory are inseparably connected with 
the administration in which they oc- 
curred. 
Mr. Mrller then 
described 


the steps to be taken in study of aii 
administration.

take Jefferson's administration. The 
time, 1801-1809, must be considered 
under historic setting. Learn the ie- 
lalionship of different countries 
to 


our own at the beginning of the cen- 


tury. Napoleon was on the throne of 
France, and kindly disposed to 
the 


United States; this fact leads up to 
the greatest event of the administra- 
tion, the purchase of Louisiana. 


The date 1S09 is one. of the most im 


portant we have to consider. It is the 
greatest birth-year in all history, ir 
gave us Lincoln and Gladstone, two 
of the greatest statesmen the worM 
has ever known; in this year wr.s 
born Hannibal 
Hamlin 
and Jules 


Favor. It is the birthyear of Tenny- 
son and of Oliver Wendall Holmes; 
of Edgar Allan Poe and Elizabetn 
Barrett-Browning; of 
Kinglake, the 


great historian of the Crimean War. 
Mendelssohn was also born in this 
year. 


We now pass on to our second con- 


sideration, Jefferson's biography. 
He 


was born in 1743, died in 1826. In con- 
sidering the life of a gentleman, al- 
ways dwell on his education and 
scholarship. 
Thomas Jefferson 
was 


author of the Declaration of 
Inde- 


pendence; author of the clause for re- 
ligious liberty in Virginia, and father 
of the University of Virginia; 
three 


things for 'which -Be wished to be re- 
membered. 


In 1785 he was minister to Franc 2. 


In 1801 he was elected President by 
a majority of one over his opponent, 
Aaron Burr. 
Here the" teacher may 


profitably discuss the first methods 
of presidential elections. 
Here also 


the pupil may Be made acquainted 
with the constitution. 


How did Jefferson dress? Was he 


fond of society? Many similar ques- 
tions will suggest themselves here.

A vocal solo by Miss Grace Dicken 


an 0. W. U. graduate of 1902, pre- 
ceded Dr. Keyes' last, lecture, a most 
excellent address on the life and char 
acter of Abraham Lincoln. Dr. Keyea 
explained in beginning that he had 
been led to the study of Lincoln's 
life by the idea that the great man 
had been over-praised, and a desire 
to correct this error—a desire which 
! a year's study caused to become lost 
i in admiration. 


Abraham Lincoln came from on? of 


those families classed in the South 
as '"poor white trash." His early en- 
vironments were of the meanest; bet 
Lincoln was born with the "power or 
adjustment" without which no man 
can become famous. Lincoln was un- 
mistakably the product of his time in 
which he lived; for him, greatness 
was not only a birthright, but also a 
personal achievement and a popular 
gift. He was a man who never con- 
sidered himself too old to begin -.ho 
study of any subject which he thought 
would be of help to him. 


While Lincoln was very young, -,hc 


family left his birthplace, Kentucky, 
and went to Inidiana, where his 
mother died, his father shortly aiter 
marrying the step-mother who wa-; 
one of his best friends in his after- 
life. They later moved to Illinois, 
where Lincoln, always busy at soro'-'- 
thing or other, finally took up 
th5 


study of law. 
After one 
defeat in 


1834 he was elected to the state legis- 
lature, where he first came into con- 
tact with his 
soon-to-be 
opponent, 


Stcphan A. Douglass. 


His first great sorrow was soon to 


overtake him in the death 
of 
Lis 


betrothed, Miss Ann Rutledge, which 
plunged him into the wildest grief. 


At the age of twenty-eight he moved 


to Springfield, and became the law- 
partner of Major John Stewart. Hera 
he met Miss Mary Todd, who later 
becalne his wife. The story of his 
wooing is a strange one, known to al- 
most every student of Lincoln's life, 
but finally, on November 4. 1842,' the 
marriage took 
place. It was Wrs. 


Lincoln's misfortune that she could 
not become popular, and to this are 
probably due many of the unfavorable 
"anecdotes concerning her. 


In 1846, Lincoln was elected to Con- 


gress, the only Whig representative 
from Illinois. Here he became knov.-n 
for 
his unceasing 
activity. After 


leaving Congress, he continued legal 
practice until 1858, when occurred his 
great battle with Stephen A. .Doug- 
lass, in which Douglass won the tem- 
porary victory which meant for him 
ultimate defeat when his presidential 
aspirations were concerned. 


In I860 came Lincoln's presidential 


campaign. His nomination was con- 
sidered a piece of ''sheer good for 
tune," he had been named because h* 
was available, and won because he 
was comparatively unknown, just as 
Seward lost because his name 
haJ 


been too prominent. 


Thus far, Lincoln's life had 
r.oi 


been a success. A failure in busines= 
in politics and in love, his years hao 
been full of sad disappointments and 
losses. 


In his personal habits, 
he 
v/as 


simple as a child. He never 
drariK 


any intoxicating liquors, never used 
tobacco in any form, never used pr> 
fane language. His personal appear- 
ance has often been described; tall, 
awkward, homely in appearance, but 
of 
genial 
countenance. 
He 
spoke 


slowly, emphatically; but the great- 
est characteristic of his public speak- 
ing was the remarkable mobility o? 
his features. 


Never before did a president take 


o:ith of office Vith so dark" a futuri- 
before hin 
in entering upon 
his 


duties he placed before himself the 
object of saving the Union; and to 
this aim he was true, throug all the 
struggles which iollowed. 


As an orator, his reputation 
is 


world-wide. Hi« Gettysburg address, 
with his second inaugural, would ?ive 
him a place among the great 
meti 


who have lived in the world. 


He was a prinee of statecraft. His 


religious views were 
peculiar; 
he 


never was a member of any church, 
yet his whole life followed the essen- 
tial principles of Christianity. In the 
closing hours of his wonderful life, 
the whole country mourned the loss 
of a true friend, who had barely liirtd 
to see the "dawning of the morning' 
in a reunited country-

An Old Method I'tiHitd by n German 


OCict-r In Clilntt. 


Thirty dollars v,-;is stolen at the Of- 


ficers' club in Tientsin, Cluiiii, and the 
members of the club resoh ed, if possi- 
ble, to catch the thief. 


A Gorman captain volunteered to 


manage the affair, and the first thing 
lie did was to summon all the native 
servants of the club. He then said to 
them: 


'•f?ome money has been stolen here, 


and I am looking for the thief. 1 s,h;ill 
liiid him in an hour, not before, since 
I need that much time in order to got 
instructions from a celebrated magi- 
cian in Germi.ay." 


An hour later all the servants were 


again summoned, but this time into a 
dark room, in the middle of v.'hich 
stood tho table on which the money 
Ptoleii had beeii laid. 


'"Each 01 you, now," said the officer, 


"must go up to that table and press on 
it lirst your right and then jour left 
hand, and when that is done you must 
raise your two hands over your head 
and step into the next room." 


The servants did so, and as tho last 


one stepped into the adjoining room 
the officer followed him, and after 
looking for a few moments at the many 
uplifted hands he pointed to one man 
and said, ''You are the thief." The 
Chinaman to whom he pointed nearly 
fell to the ground with fright and ad- 
mitted his guilt and promised to make 
restitution. 


Very simple was the method adopted 


by the officer for discovering the cul- 
prit. While the native servants sup- 
posed that his spirit was ia Germany 
iu communion \\ith the celebrated ma- 
gician he was carefully smearing the 
surface of the table in the dark room 
with fat and oil, which he then black- 
ened by means of soot. The innocent 
servants natarully pressed their hands 
on the table, according to his instruc- 
tions, but.the culprit, though super- 
stitious, did not do so. 


As n result, while the uplifted hands 


of all the others were coal black, his 
were of a natural color, and thus his 
guilt was clearly proved.—Detroit Free 
Press.

STILES RESIGNS 


As Superintendent of Girl's Industrial Home at Del 


aware==The Nora Ferris Case. 


Columbus, Aug. 22—Captain A. W. 


Stiles, superintendent of the Girls' In- 
dustrial home at Delaware has placed 
his resignation in the hands of Gover- 
nor Nash to take effect October 1. Su- 
perintendent Stiles' resignation is the 
it'bull ol Uie inquiry 11110 me ut-ata ot 
Nora Ferris, who died in a straight- 
jacket in September, 1901, while being

SOUVENIR GOLD DOLLARS. 


Two Hundred arid Fifty Thoti«fled to 


Be Minted For World's Fair. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


St. Louis, Au£. 19.—OrUeis are being 


received by Secretary Stevens for the 
gold dollars to be issued by the United 
States government in commemoration 
of the .Louisiana Purchase exposition. 
[The issue, will be limited to 230.WU 
coins, according ie the instructions of 
the act'ot congress authorizing them.' 
The committee In ^-ciarge of the mat- 
ter, under |he direction of the secretary 
of the tafescrr, La's abo::t ^cc'-1"'! iip 
two designs, one including the bust of 
Jefferson, the other the bust of Mc- 
Kinley. The coins will be sold at ?2 
each by the world's fair, and tho 
amount derived from the premium will 
be used in the construction of monu- 
ments of Jefferson and McKinley. 


The first hundred issuod of each de- 


sign will be numbered as minted and 
a certificate issued by the director of 
the mint for each coin stating that it 
was minted in his presence and nuni 
bered in consecutive order. These 200 
coins will be sold to the highest bid- 
ders. 


The 250,000 gold dollars are a part 


of the appropriation of §5,000,000 in aid 
of the world's fair from the United 
States government. They will be de- 
livered to the exposition authorities 
as soon as minted, which will prob- 
ably be late in the fall. 


Plans for the United States govern- 


ment building at the world's fair have 
now been approved by the official 
board of managers in charge of the 
government 
exhibit.

Taylor, supervising architect of. the 
treasury, has directed the preparation 
of tiie plans, which call for a build- 
ing 7G4 feet long, 243 feet wide at the 
ends and 173 feet wide in the central 
portion. 
The style is somewhat of 


the classic order, less festive than the 
other exposition palaces. 


The center of the building will be 


surmounted by a dome 100 feet in di- 
ameter similar in character to the 
dome of the Parthenon at Rome. The 
apex of the dome \\ ill be 175 feet above 
ground. The main facade will be 7G-i 
feet long, with center and end pavil- 
ions connected by a colonnade of Ionic 
columns 3 feet' in diameter and 43 
feet high. The central pavilion, with 
the colonnade on each side, will form 
a portico 15 feet wide and 524 feet 
long. The interior floor area will be 
724 'by 175 feet, entirely free of col- 
umns; 'The end parades will contain 
one central portico 250 feet long. The 
building will be of staff, a composition 
of plaster resembling stone, and the ex- 
terior will be white. 
A magnificen 


color scheme has been devised for the 
interior. The government building will 
have an imposing site fifty feet above 
the principal exhibit palaces. 


A magnificent flight of steps 100 feet 


wide will lead up to the main portico. 
"Ramps," or sloping paths, will furnish 
auother means of reaching the build- 
ing. Statuary will be freely used in 
adorning the building and its approach 
es. The estimated cost of the govern- 
ment building is 9350,000, and $50,000 
more will be expended on the Fisher- 
ies building, which will stand south- 
west from the main structure. The 
Fisheries building will be 135 feet 
square. The construction of the gov- 
ernment buildings will begin soon. It 
is the policy of the government to open 
its buildings and exhibits on time.

Bell, inventor of the telephone, is per- 
sonally supervising the construction of 
an airship at his home at Baddeck, 
Cape Breton. The craft is said to be 
the result of years of study on the 
part of Professor Bell and represents 
an expenditure of many thousands of 
dollars. It is twenty feet long and is 
composed of seventy-five distinct parts. 
It is celled internally with canvas and 
in places with linen stretched on piano 
wires. Five miles of the wire were 
used in the construction. 
The prin- 


ciple of the kite will be utilized to a 
considerable extent in this machine, 
which is to carry human freight This 
means that the aeroplane system, not 
used in any of the Santos-Dumont air- 
ships, will "be a feature of Professor 
Bell's machine. 


Just what Professor Bell hopes to 


accomplish with his airship is not cer- 
tain, but those who know him insist 
he intends to outdo Santos-Dumont in 
the conquering of the great problem, 
and they predict a machine ready for 
a test of mettle with Santos-Dumont's 
newest airship now building in this 
country for the World's fair aerial 
contests at St Louis in 1904.

Burning Tliem Out Found to Be the 


Mo»t Effective Metiun o{ DvntroyluK 
PeMt«, Which Threaten Great Dam- 
age to VeKetntion. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Sacramento. July 31.—Central Califor- 


nia has been invaded by a vast army of 
grasshoppers which threatens with de- 
struction the pastures, crops, orchards 
and vineyards of a large section of the 
state. The situation is most serious in 
El Dorado, Placer and Sacramento 
counties, where n systematic fisrht has 
been begun against the invaders, in 
which have been enlisted the services 
of Professors Woodworth and Clarke of 
the State university. Various weapons 
are employed, but the most effective is 
to burn out the young insects before 
they are able to fly -wherever the use of 
fire is practic:tl>le. 


Professor 
Clarke has been living 


among the grasshoppers since they 
made their appearance. He says they 
are the locusts which appear periodical- 
ly. The only way to fight them in the 
pasture hinds is to burn them out, but 
In orchards and vineyards trenches and 
other systems may be used. 


There is only slight danger from the 


burning of the Welds when the work is 
properly managed, but a few acres of 
orchard were destroyed the first week 
of the campaign. 


The breeding grounds of the grass- 


hoppers in this section cover some 3,000 
acres of more or less untillable rocky 
land which is used for pasturage and is 
of small value for this, renting, as it 
does, for 15 cents per acre annually. 
This pasture land is today literally 
swarming with young hoppers which 
have not yet attained wings. Fighting 
them with fire is not now such a diffi- 
cult task, but when the myriads can 
take to their wings and float away on 
the breezes the conditions are seriously 
changed, and that is why the scientists 
have been strenuously urging the early 
use of fire. 


There is no possibility of closely com- 


puting the numbers of the little green 
invaders that perish in the tires. Cen- 
sus figures of the locust legions within 
the borders of the state would reach 
into untold millions, into almost innu- 
merable millions of millions. ' 


In an effort to get at statistics of this 


kind Captain E. L. Hawk, a Sacramen- 
to owner of Placer county ranch prop- 
erty, made an estimate of the numbers 
of grasshoppers on his property. He 
found 300 of the insects to the foot, or 
about 12,000,000 to the acre. On a 
ranch of GOO acres at these figures, he 
states, there would be 7,200,000,000 of 
the insects. The number in a township 
would reach beyond calculation, and in 
all the threatened counties they would 
be as uncountable as the leaves of the 
trees. The amount of damage this 
great &\tarni \\ould do if its imasioii 
is unchecked is incalculable.

The hopper dosers are being 
used in the pasture lands, and it is con- 
fidently asserted by some that this 
method of killing the insects will be 
highly efficient. 


When the locusts take to <htir wings 


and invade the orchards and vineyards, 
the ranfhmen will resort to the poison- 
ing methods. Some of the fruit grow- 
ers are already trying the experiment 
of covering the trees with cloth netting 
to koop the grasshoppers out, but the 
ravenous insects cannot in any likeli- 
hood be stopped by that means.
